1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Order may be called the 
Wheat Roller Flour Mills (Licensing and Control) Order, 1967. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and Kashmir, 

(3) It shall come Into force on the 1st October, 1937. 

2. Definitions. — In this Order, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “form” means a form set out In the Schedule to this Order; 

<h) “Inspector” means any officer appointed as such by the Centra] Govern- 
ment to exercise the powers and perform the duties of an Inspector 
under this Order; 

(c) "licensing authority” means an officer appointed by the Central Govern- 
ment to exercise the powers and perform the duties of a licensing autho- 
rity under this Order; 

(d) ‘Toller mill” means a flour mill in which disintegration of wheat is done 
by grooved steel or iron rollers worked by power; and 

(e) "wheat products” includes maida, atta, suji, raws, resultant atta and 
bran. 

3. Licences required for Roller Flour Mills. — No owner or person In charge of 
a roller mill shall manufacture, or cause to be manufactured, any wheat producf 
except under and in accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence issued 
under this Order. 

SA. Prohibition against Installation of other Machinery.— No owner or person in 
charge of a roller mill shall, within the premises of such mill,— 

(a) Instal or cause to be Installed stone grinders (rhakkles) or any other 
machinery for the manufacture of wheat products, or 

(b) manufacture or cause to be manufactured any wheat product otherwise 
than by such mill. 

Provided that nothing in this clause shall apply to the Installation or use pi 
emery or stone grinders forming part of the plant and machinery of the roller milk 

Exvlanatinn.— For the purpose of this clause “premises” means the building 
winding the precincts thereof in which or in any part of which the plant and 
machinery of the roller mill is installed. 

4. Issue of Licences — (1) Every application for a licence under this Order shall 
be made to the licensing authority In Form 1. 

(2) A licence issued under this Order shall be in Form II. 

3. Period of validity of Licence. — A licence Issued under this Order shall bd 
valid until the 91st December of the year in which it is issued and may be renewed 
for one year at a time. 

6 Fee for Licence, — The fee payable for a licence shall be Rs, 5/- and that for 
renewal of a licence, Rs. 2/-. 
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7. Duplicate Licence. — If the licensing authority is satisfied that a licence issued 
under this Order is defaced, lost, destroyed or otherwise rendered useless, the 
licensing authority may. on application made in that behalf and on payment ef a 
fee of Rs. 10/- issue a duplicate licence. 

7A. Deposit of Security. — (1) Every person who, at the commencement of the 
Wheat Roller Flour Mills (Licensing and Control) Fourth Amendment Order, 1961 
holds a licence shall, within 2 months of such commencement, and every person 
applying for licence after such commencement shall, be ore the licence is issued 
to him, deposit with the licensin' authority security of the value of Rs. 5,000/- 
for the due performance of the conditions subject to which the licence is granted 
to him. 


(2) The security referred to in sub-clause (1) may be in any of the following 
forms, namely: — 

(a) Demand Draft on the State Bank of India endorsed In favour of the 
licensing authority; 

(b) Deposit-at-call-receiot of the State Bank of India endorsed in favour of 
the licensing authority;

«. Maintenance of Accounts.— Every licensee shall maintain correct and true 
accounts In respect of his business in such form and manner as the licensing 
authority may specify. 

9. Returns. — Everv licensee shall submit on or before the 9rd and the 18th of 
everv month to the licensing authority and to any other authority specified by the 
licensing authority, a return in Form III. 


10. Powers of licensing anthorlty to Issue directions to licensees, — (1) Th* 
licensing authority may issue directions to licensees in regard to — 


(a) the purchases of wheat for the purpose of manufacture into wheat 
products; 


(b) the production or manufacture of different kinds of wheat products; and 
(C) the disposal of wheat products. 

(2) Every licensee shall be bound to carry out the directions of the licensing 
authority under sub-clause (1). 


11. Suspension or cancellation of licences. — (11 If anv licensee contravenes any 
of the provisions of this Order or anv of thp conditions of the licence, then vilhout 
preiudice to anv other action that mav be taken against him the licensing authority 
may, after ghing him an opportunity of making his obiertlons. suspend or cancel 
the licence A com* of the Order suspending or cancelling the licence shall b« 
communicated to the licensee. 


(2) Where anv licensee has been convicted of an offence under the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Act, 1954. the licensing authority mav. having regard to lh» 
nature and gravity of tho offence and the circumstances in which it was committed 
suspend or cancel the licence. A copy of the Order suspending or cancelling the 
licence shall be communicated to the licensee. 

11 A. Forfeiture of Security Denosit. — (1) Without preiudice to the provisions of 
clause 11, if the licensing authority is satisfied that a licensee has contravened 
anv of the conditions of Ihe licence and that a forfeitnre of the security deposit 
Is called for, it may bv Order forfeit the whole or anv part of the security deposited: 
and communicate a copy of the Order to the licensee. 
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(2) Where the security deposited by a licensee or any portion thereof Is for- 
feited under sub-clause (1), the licensee shall deposit the amount so forfeited — 

(1) where no appeal against the Order of forfeiture has been filed, within 
twj months from the date on which the Order was communicated to 
him; ©r 

<il) where an appeal against such Order has beem filed and dismissed, within 
7 days of the dismissal of the appeal. 

12. Appeal. — Any person aggrieved by an Order of the licensing authority under 
clause 11 or clause 11 A may, within two months from the date of receipt by him 
of the Order, appeal to the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Food 
and Agriculture, Department of Food. 

13. Fewer to inspect etc. — (1) An Inspector may, with a view to securing com- 
pliance with this Order.—

(b) enter and search or authorize any person to enter and search any roller 
mill or any premises thereof used or believed to be used for the storage 
of wheat or wheat products and seize or authorize the seizure of any 
stock of wheat or wheat products in respect of which he has reason to 
believe that a contravention of this Order or any of the conditions of ■ 
licence issued thereunder has been, is being or ia about to be committed; 

Provided that in the exercise of the power* of entry and search under 
clause, the authorized officer shall. — 

<a) pay due regard to the social and religious customs of the occupants of 
the premises; and 

(b) call upon two respectable inhabitants of the locality concerned to attend 
and witness any such search, prepare a list of all the things token 
possession of and deliver to the person or ownor of the vehicle, premises, 
etc., so searched a copy thereof duly signed by the said witnesses: 

Provided further that if any such premises be found locked up or unoccupied 
or unattended by or on behalf of the owner or occupier, the same may, in the 
presence of two witnesses be broken open and entered upon for all or any of the 
aforesaid purposes.
